We desire our neutrality not 


only to be a neutrality of act, but of 
speech. But I will ask you to believe 
that while wo aro thoroughly convinced 
that the patriotism of Englishmen, if 
wo need to appeal to it, is equal to 
any emergency, and will shrink before 
no saorlfiaos which tba interests or 
honor of the country may demand, 
We feel in all its intensity that horror 
of the crime and calamities of war 
which this country has always been 
honorably distinguished fur entertain- 
ing. 
Let as earnestly hope, the two 


objects being, as*wo sincerely bolicvo, 
in no way divergent, that -we shall be 
able to conduct this country through 
all difficulties without trenching in the 
faintest degree on its interests or honor, 
and without losing for a single moment 
cbe priceless blessing of pence. 


Lord Landon also spoke. lie said
